This argument has been considered 
but is not found persuasive as the amendment does not specifically address the issues with regards to complementary sequences raised 
in the Action mailed 05/14/03, page 4. Further, as set forth previously in the Action mailed 01/07/04 (page 4), suggestive claim terminology 
could be found in US Patents No 6,500,942 or 6,255,470.
